PRESIDENT 
RULES TODAY 
ON QUESTION 


Says Only Exceptions Will be Man 
Who Claims no Exemption or 
Can Support Family. 


EFFECTS IT WILL HAVE HERE 


If Provost Marshal Modifies Orders 
as Expected, Appeals From 
Here Will Fail. 


THERE MAY BE ONE EXCEPTION 


Local Board Highly Pleased With 
Ruling as it is Vindication of 
Its Policy. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—Presi­ 
dent Wilson today declared that 
the first draft of 687,000 citizen 
soldiers should be made up of 
men who are not heads of fami­ 
lies. 
In a communication to Secre­ 
tary of War Baker he said that 
the only exception to this should 
be in 
the case of a 
man not 
claiming exemption because of 
dependents 
and those having 
sufficient income to supply the 
needs of those dependent upon 
them. The president’s action is 
expected to result in a modifica­ 
tion of the rule recently pro­ 
mulgated by Provost Marshal 
General Crowder on the subject. 


Only 40 Of 337 Examined 
For First Draft Are Found 
To Be Physically Unfit. 


Rush 
county’s 
record 
for 
physically fit men is exception­ 
ally good, 
is 
the 
opinion of 
those who studied it today. A 
compilation of the results of the 
physical examinations by the 
selection board discloses that 
only forty out of 337 examined 
did not 
measure up 
to the 
standards set for men in the 
conscript 
army. 
A fraction 
over 
eight 
per 
cent 
were 
physically unfit. 


Action of The 
Selection Board 


The declaration of President Wil­ 
son as contained in the above dis­ 
patch will not greatly alter the work 
of the local board, as this has been 
the general policy followed here. It 
has been the rule here to exempt the 
heads of families claiming exemption, 
except in the case of two recent mar­ 
riages. 
The head of a family is taken to 
mean a married man, regardless of 
whether there are any children. The 
two exceptions towards making up 
the army of single men is to be in 
cases where married men claim no 
exemption on the grounds of depend­ 
ents and those men who are known 
to have sufficient income to keep the 
dependents. 
The order of the president, if made 
by Provost Marshal Crowder, and 
there is every reason to believe it wTill 
be, will have the effect of knocking 
out all of the appeals to the district 
board made by A. L. Gary, local ap­ 
peal agent for the government. 
All of the cases appealed by Mr. 
Gary were married men and with the 
possible exception of one man, it is 
knowm their wives have no income. 
Under the 
president’s 
order these 
men would therefore be given an ex­ 
emption. Mr. Gary stated today that 
the order of the president is what he 
had waited for, and believing it was 
not going to come, had decided to 
take the appeals. The appeals would 
probably never have been taken had 
the president’s order been received 
sooner. 
The local board has refused two 
claims because of recent marriages 
and what effect the order of the pres­ 
ident will have on these two cases re­ 
mains to be seen. It is probable that 
another order will be made regarding 
their cases. 
The 
board was highly 
satisfied 
with the ruling as it believes the rul­ 
ing is a vindication of their work.

Bedford, Ind., Aug. 25.—County 
Agent Jones, co-operating with the 
Chamber of Commerce, has complet­ 
ed arrangements for the inaugura­ 
tion of a produce market for Bed­ 
ford. It is promised the market will 
afford a medium for the disposition 
of surplus farm and garden products 
to the advantage of farmers as well 
as to city consumers, who can buy at 
much lower prices than prevail under

The local selection board put in 
a busy evening last night with the 
result that a total of sixty claims 
were passed on, the board denying 
five claims for exemption and grant­ 
ing fifty-five. 
This was by far the 
largest number of claims acted on 
at any one session of the board and 
as a result there remains only about 
12 claims in their hands yet to be 
passed upon. 
Some of these twelve claims may 
not be acted upon for some time as 
the necessary affidavits have not 
been filed. Next Tuesday is the last 
day for filing the affidavits and aft­ 
er this time if the affidavits are not 
filed to accompany the claims the 
names will be certified to the dis­ 
trict board. 
The men who were denied exemp­ 
tion and 
certified to 
the district 
board for service all sought exemp­ 
tion on the grounds of dependents. 
Most of them are single men claim­ 
ing 
dependent 
parents 
One 
man 
claimed exemption on the grounds 
that he was the support of a five 
months old 
child. 
His 
affidavit 
stated that his suport to the child 
amounted to the sum of $100 a year. 
This did not satisfy the board and 
the claim was refused. 
It is highly probable that A. L. 
Gary, local appeal agent will appeal 
many of the cases where exemption 
was granted. 
The status of some 
of the men granted 
exemption is 
similar to some oT those cases in 
which appeals have 
already been 
taken. 
The. local board has heard nothing 
further from the district board ex­ 
cept a letter asking that the board 
send its rules for passing on cases 
in order that the district board can 
make the rulings uniform. It is ex­ 
pected that there will be about as 
many answers to this question as 
there are counties in the district and 
there are twenty-four counties in 
the district. 
Just twelve days from today the 
•first thirty per cent of the drafted 
men are to be on their way to Louis­ 
ville, but if the district is as slow 
acting on the claims from the other 
counties as it is those from Rush 
county, it is doubtful if the first 30 
per cent will he ready in the specifi­ 
ed time. Thus far only three claims 
have been acted on from Rush coun­ 
ty. 
Therefore only three men are 
absolutely certain of serving in the 
army. 
Now the district board wrnnts to 
know the rule observed in granting 
claims to follow the instructions of 
the provost marshal general in re­ 
gard 
to this. 
His ruling 
is that 
swhere it is shown the man has de­ 
pendents absolutely upon him the 
exemption should be granted. 
The 
rule has been interpreted differently 
in every county and it is predicted 
that the district board will have to 
establish its own rule rather than 
take the different meanings that will

CONDO SAYS HE’S AN AMERICA 


Never Been Arrested, Sued or 
Court and Has no Quarrel 
With Any Man, he Declares 


in 


A socialist meeting last night in 
the court 
house 
assembly 
room, 
billed in some quarters as going to 
be a horrible affair and expected to 
be overflowing 
in unpatriotic re­ 
marks, was a “flivver” as far as 
any treasonable 
utterances 
were 
concerned, and those guardians of 
the law and dignity of the United 
States were doomed 
to disappoint­ 
ment. 
The speaker, the Rev. S. S. Con­ 
do, a United Brethern minister of 
Marion, Ind., declared at the very 
start that he desired to set at rest 
any thoughts that he was anything 
but ap American and declared that 
he was for America first, last and 
all the time. 
“I have never been arrested, nev­ 
er been in court and have never been 
sued,” 
said the 
speaker, “and 
I 
won’t be for whai I have to say to­ 
night. 
I have no quarrel with any 
man and all I am 
fighting 
is the 
cause of hhe evils of which we have 
seen so much—the economic system 
of our country.” 
The subject of the address 
was 
“Real Democracy.” 
The real demo­ 
cracy as seen by the speaker would 
be a referendum vote an all great 
questions. 
He declared the present 
world war wrould never have started 
had the people had real democracy 
and been given the right to vote on 
the question. 
He stated that demo­ 
cracy rests with the people and un­ 
til they have the referendum 
real 
democracy is impossible. 
The speaker advocated the usual 
socialist platform, government own­ 
ership and abolishment 
of the so- 
called capitalist system of govern­ 
ment. 
lie hit the so-called trusts 
of the country and paid particular 
attention to the Standard Oil trust. 
He praised President Wilson for 
taking over the control of food and 
coal and declared that this was ap­ 
proaching the socialist ideal in that 
it was the next thing to government 
ownership. 
The 
Rev. 
Mr. Condo 
was high in his 
praise 
for Pope 
Benedict’s peace offer. 
Despite his advanced age—68— 
the Rev. Mr. Condo is a forceful 
talker and 
his 
address 
proved a 
surprise to those who had expect­ 
ed a sensation.

surprised to think his coining had 
been heralded more in the light of 
an anarchist or an I. W. W. instead 
of a political speaker. Only a small

ficial documents taken from recently 
captured prisoners showing that the 
occasional munition crises and short­ 
ages from which Germany is known 
to suffer

in part 
due to the 
munitions wasted 
and stolen and 
demonstrating the seriousness of the 
metal shortage which Germany is at 
all times facing. 
In order that not a single ounce of 
metal be wasted premiums were of­ 
fered by the 
Minister of 
W ar to 
soldiers for returning all used cart­ 
ridges, shells and bits of metal with 
which every battlefield is covered. 
The premiums offered were so a t­ 
tractive that the 
soldiers hit upon 
the idea of taking the shells, cart­ 
ridges and munitions served them, 
mutilating or otherwise 
destroying 
them and then returning the broken 
bits as so much metal picked up in 
the trenches and on the battlefields 
Full details of the graft and scan­ 
dal are contained in an officii circu­ 
lar of the German Minister of War, 
which reads as 
follows: 
“It has 
come to the knowledge of the Minis­ 
try of W ar that on many occasions 
the military authorities charged with 
the supplying of munitions have not 
delivered 
integrally 
to 
respective 
units the quantities received at the 
shipping depot, but have 
had re­ 
course to various expedients in order 
to assure for themselves the premium 
offered for the salvage of munitions.

ON QUESTION 


Says Only Exceptions Will be Man 


Who Claims no Exemption or 


Can Support Family. 


EFFECTS IT WILL HAVE HERE 


If Provost Marshal Modifies Orders 


as Expected, Appeals From 


Here Will Fail. 


THERE MAY BE ONE EXCEPTION 


Local Board Highly Pleased With 


Ruling as it is Vindication of 


Its Policy. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—Presi- 


dent Wilson today declared that 
the first draft of 687,000 citizen 
soldiers should be made up of 
men who are not heads of fami- 
lies. 


In a communication to Secre- 


tary of War Baker he said that 
the only exception to this should 
be in the case of a man not 
claiming exemption because of 
dependents and those having 
sufficient income to supply the 
needs of those dependent upon 
them. The president's action is 
expected to result in a modifica- 


• tion of the rule recently pro- 


mulgated by Provost Marshal 
General Crowder on the subject.

Action of The 


Selection Board 


The declaration of President Wil- 


son as contained in the above dis- 
patch will not greatly alter the work 
of the local board, as this has been 
•the general policy followed here. It 
lias been the rule.here to exempt the 
heads of families claiming exemption, 
except in the case of two recent mar- 
riages. 


The head of a family js taken to 


mean a married man, regardless of 
whether there are any children. The 
two exceptions towards making up 
the army of single men is to be in 
cases where married men claim no 
exemption on the grounds of depend- 
ents and those men who are known 
to have sufficient income to keep the 
dependents. 


The order of the president, if made 


by Provost Marshal Crowder, and 
there is every reason to believe it will 
be, will have the effect of knocking 
out all of the appeals to the district 
board made by A. L. Gary, local ap- 
peal agent for the government. 


All of the cases appealed by Mr. 


Gary were married men and with the 
possible exception of one man, it is 
known (heir wives have no income. 
Under the president's 
order these 


men would therefore be given an ex- 
emption. Mr. Gary stated today that 
the order of the president is what he 
had waited for, and believing it was 
not going to come, had decided to 
take the appeals. The appeals would 
probably never have been taken had 
the president's order been received 
sooner. 


The local board has refused two 


olaims because of recent marriages 
and what effect the order of the pres- 
ident will have on these two cases re- 
mains to be seen. It is probable that 
another order will be made regarding 
their cases. 


The board was highly 
satisfied 


with the ruling as it believes the rul- 
ing is a vindication of their work.

5 DENIED FOR DEPENDENTS 


District Board Asks Local Board To 


Send Rules It Followed in Passing 


on Cases 


The Ideal selection boar/l put in 


a busy evening last nigh! with the 
result that a total of sixty claims 
were passed on, the board denying 
five claims for exemption and grant- 
ing fifty-five. This was by far the 
largest number of claims acted on 
at any one session of the board and 
as a result there remains only about 
12 claims in their hands yet 'to be 
passed upon. 


'Some of these twelve claims may 


not be. acted upon for some time as 
the necessary affidavits have not 
been filed. Next Tuesday is the last 
day for filing the affidavits and aft- 
er this time if the affidavits are not 
filed to accompany the claims the 
names will be certified to the dis- 
trict board. 
. 


The men who were denied exerap-, 


tion and 
certified to 
the district 


board for service all sought exemp- 
tion on the grounds of dependents^ 
Most of them are single men claim- 
ing dependent parents 
One man 


claimed exemption on the grounds! 
that he was the support of a five 
months old 
child. 
His 
affidavit 


stated that his suport to the child 
amounted to the sum of $100 a year. 
This -did not satisfy the board and 
the claim was refused. 


It is highly probable that A. L. 


Gary, local appeal agent will appeal 
many of the cases where exemption 
was granted. 
The status of some 


of the men granted 
exemption is 


similar to some of those cases in 
which appeals have 
already, been 


taken. 


The local board has heard nothing 


further from the district board ex- 
cept a letter asking that the board 
send its rules- for passing on cases 
in order that the district board can 
make the rulings uniform. It is ex- 
pected that there will ibe about as 
many answers to this question as 
there are counties in the district and 
there are twenty-four counties in 
the district. 


Just twelve days from today the 


•first thirty per cent of the drafted 
men are to he on their way to Louis- 
ville, but if the district is as slow 
acting on the claims from the other 
counties as it is those from Rush 
county, it is doubtful if the first 30 
per cent will be ready in the specifi- 
ed time. Thus far only three claims 
have been acted on from Rush coun- 
ty. 
Therefore only three men are 


absolutely certain of serving in the 
army. 


Now the district hoard wants to 


know the rule observed in-granting 
claims to follow the instructions of 
the Jsrpvost marshal general in re- 
gard 
to this. His ruling is that 


$rhere it is shown the man has de- 
pendents absolutely upon him the 
exemption should be granted. 
The 


rule has. been interpreted differently 
in every county and it is predicted 
that, the district .board, will, have to 
establish its own rule rather than

Scandal Revealed In Official Docu

(By Mail)—A veritable scandal in 
the German army is. revealed in of- 
ficial documents taken from recently 
captured prisoners showing that the 
occasional munition crises and short- 
ages from which Germany is known 
to suffer 
are in part due to the 


munitions wasted 
and stolen and 


demonstrating the seriousness of the 
metal shortage which Germany is at 
all times facing. 


In order that not & single ounce of 


metal be wasted premiums were of- 
fered by the Minister of 
War to 


soldiers for returning all used cart- 
ridges, shells and bits of metal with 
which every battlefield is covered. 


The premiums offered were so at- 


iractive that the soldiers hit upon 
the idea of taking the shells, cart- 
ridges and munitions served them, 
mutilating or otherwise 
destroying 


them and then returning the broken 
>its as so much metal picked up in 
,he trenches and on the battlefields 


Full details of the graft and scan- 


dal are contained in an officil circu- 
ar of the German Minister of War, 
which reads as follows: 
"It has 


come to the knowledge of the Minis- 
;ry of War that on many occasions 
;he military authorities charged with 
;he supplying 'of munitions have not 
delivered integrally to 
respective 


units the quantities received at the 
shipping depot, but have had re- 
iourse to various expedients in order 
to assure for themselves the premium 
offered for the salvage of munitions, 
jffici^lua.attractyietheidearwj^va^.
